WILL VOTE AT NOON. 


LITTLE HOPE FOR THE WORLD’S 
FAIR APPROPRIATION. 


Debate on the Sufdry Civil Bill Concluded 


in the House at a Night Session—Friends 
of the Exposition Expect That the 
Money Will Not Be Granted and That the 
Obnoxious Clause Will Be Passed—But 
Little Interest Shown—Few Attend the 
Night Session. 

Wasutneton, D. C., July 18,—[Special.]— 
There will be little skirmishing on the World’s 
Fair tomorrow. The issue will be squarely 
drawn ‘at the start for the talking ended to- 
night and voting isto begin at noon Tuesday 
on the arrendments. There are first, the in- 
creases made by the Senate over the House 
provision for the government exhibit and the 
NationatCommission. Then there is the new 


Proposition for aid by the means of souvenir 


coins. Holman's plan is to have every 
amendment carrying an appropriation, how- 
ever small, non-concurred in. He will seek 
to have this done by yea and nay vote and 
there is not one chance in a hundred that this 
can be prevented. It is only a question of 
how large the majority will be. Holman, 
Dockery, and Sayers want to make it as large 
as possible to strengthen the House confer- 
rees, because the vote in the Senate was 80 
overwhelmingly in favor of the appropriation 
that they want to offset it. Heroic efforts are 
being made to have the Illinois delegation 
rote solidly for the appropriation and they 
may succeed, but the abuse that has been 
heaped on the Morrison members does not 
offer much encouragement. 

Forman and Fithian tonight refused to give 
any indication of their intentions, except that 
they will oppose Sunday closing. There will 
probably be seven or eight roll-calls on the 
various propositions, and a test will be had on 
some new amendments introduced by mem- 
bers. 

Will Demand a Roll-Call. 

Atkinson of Pennsylvania wiil demand a 
yea and nay vote on his proposition to pro- 
hibjt the sale of liquor on the Exposition 
grounds. It will command a large support, 
hut the signs are favorable for its defeat. Be- 
fore the vote is had on the Sunday closing 
amendment, which came from the Senate, 
Col, Abner Taylor may get a vote on his sub- 
stitute. 

This provides for opening the grounds Sun- 
day and for holding religious services, but the 
machinery is not to run. It embodies, in 
short, the plans of the directors. Some hope- 
ful indications have been found of a changed 
sentiment on the Sunday question and some 
Illinois Representatives are sanguine enough 
to think that they can get the Taylor substi- 
tute adopted. 

This is not, however, the general opinion. 
While the majority for Sunday closing may 
not be so pronounced in the House as it was 
in the Senate the best observers think that 
nothing can defeat it. Their view is that the 
House will concur in the Sunday closing and 
non-concur in everything else. This course 
will leave the conferrees to settle solely the 
differences in regard to the appropriations 
and will give them no jurisilict:on over the 
Sunday provisions, 

Earnest representations have been made to 
the Democratic leaders in the House that if 
they are bound to disagree with the Senate it 
is only fairness to do so on all the proposi- 
tions and put the Sunday closing into conference 
along with the other amendments. The reply 


thus far has been that they are powerless to 


stem the sentiment of the House, which is 
against government aid but in favor of Sun- 
exert themselves, they could work a change in 
sentiment. 

A number of estimates have been made of 
tomorrow’s votes, but as they all give majori- 
ties for Sunday elosing and against the appro- 
priation the variations are not important. 
About 200 members are in the city, so that 
there is no danger that a quorum will be lack- 


Only a Few Members Present. 

To make an estimate of thirty members 
being present this evening would not be an 
exaggeration, on the one hand, nor under- 
numerization on the other. The Speaker pro 
tem. looked down on a vast array of empty 
seats. The press gallery was vacant; also to 
a great extent every other gallery. 

Mr. Patterson of Tennessee spoke in oppo- 
sition to the force bill and made no reference 
to the Columbian Exposition. 

Mr. Dingley of Maine advocated the appro- 
priation for the World’s Exposition on the 
condition that no intoxicating liquors shall be 
sold on the grounds and that the Fair shall 
not be opened on Sundays. ¢ 

Mr. Oates of Alabama argued that Congress 
had no right to make the appropriation to 
aid the Columbian Exposition, ahd made a 
constitutional argument to that effect. 


Mr. Newberry of Illinois spoke in favor of 


the appropriation of $5,000,000 and predicted 
that the Fair would be a glorious success. 

Mr. W. A. Stone of Pennsylvania did not 
hesitate to vote for the appropriation although 
he thought that the Sunday closing provision 
should prevail. . 

Mr. Brosius of Pennsylvania earnestly advo- 
cated the appropriation bill but attached to 
his advocacy, was a non-liquor proviso. 

Mr. Babbett of Wisconsin made an eloquent 
tem perance speech, 

Mr. McKeighan of Nebraska spoke in favor 
of the free coinage of silver, 

Mr. Ray of New York was in favor of the 
appropriation notwithstanding the fact that 
the Fair had been taken from the Empire 
City of New York and given to the compara- 
tively unknown Town of Chicago. He be- 
lieved in keeping the Sabbath day holy. 

Mr. Butler of Iowa was opposed to any ap- 
propriation for the World’s Fair except such 
as was absolutely necessary for a government 
exhibit,

WILL SWEAR OUT ANOTHER WARRANT. 


Linderfelt to Be Brought Back—Citizens 
Denounce Judge Sloan, 

MiLwaux zz, Wis., July 18.—[Special. |— 
Two thousand people filled the West Side 
Turner Hall tonight, all of them attracted by 
the announcement of a public meeting to give 
expression to indignation over the action of 
Judge Sloan in suspending sentence on Lin- 
derfelt, the defaulting Public Librarian, 
Frederick Madeburg, Vice-President of the 
Chamber of Commerce, presided, and speeches 
were made by ex-CongressmanSmith, Collect- 
or Fink, George W. Sutherland, John T. 
Kelly, Hugo Grosser, and others. George W. 
Sutherland, in his address, counseled modera- 
tion in the condemnation of Judge Sloan, but 
sanctioned the demand of equal enforcement 
of the law. Collector Fink characterized the 
action of Judge Sloan as an outrage on the 
moral conscience of thecommunity. Ex-Con- 
gressman Smith said that if Judge Sloan had 
the least spark of manhood left he would re- 
sign his place on the bench immediately. 
Jeremiah Quinn thought that this action of 
Judge Sloan, now 75 years of age, fully dem- 
onstrated that a Judge should be retired at 
the age of 70. The resolutions adopted by the 
meeting characterize the dismissal of Linder- 
felt as a miscarriage of justice, for which 
they say Judge Sloan in his Official 
capacity is responsible. The resolutions also 
suggest that such of the Board of Library 
Trustees as shielded Linderfelt should tender 
their resignations at once.

Vegetation in a Large Indiana District Be- 
ing Destroyed by Them, 
VATLTARAI80, Ind., July 18.— Special, }—The 
farmers of Pleasant Township, this county, 
are puzzled to account for the appearance of 
thousands of half-grown frogs which literally 
cover the ground over a jterritory which 
extends south and east to the Kankakee River.

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TELEGRAPH KEYS ONCE MORE 
SEND BOARD OF TRADE NEWS.

After an Interval of Two Years Instruments 
Flash the Figures That Tell of the Rise 
and Fall of Speculative Commodities 
First Day a Busy One, but Old Hands 
Handle the Business—How Bucket Shops 
Figure in the New Deal—Anti-Option 
‘Bill Gossip. 

Without any flourish of trumpets the Board 
of Trade yesterday put itself into official com- 
munication with the outside world by means 
of its quotations, which the Western Union 
began sending out promptly with the opening 
of business, The usual speculators and 
loungers were about brokers’ offices, but little 
knots of these didn’t rusb forward as of old 
when the tickers began buzzing. Some of 
them indeed did not go near the instruments 
all day. They were the fellows 
who have become experts in the art of gather- 
ing quotations in the air,“ a process which 
speculators were obliged to learn two ‘years 
ago when the board quit distributing quota- 
tions. The Western Union service worked 
smoothly from the beginning, just as though 
there had never been any check in the del- 
may system of getting the news out instant- 
v. 

The work was in charge of old hands. They 
had a lively day for a starter. The volume 
of speculation was what brokers called 
excellent. Wheat went up 1 cents and corn 
% cent, and the prices:of each shifted up and 
down momentarily. Quotations were collect- 
ed the same as formerly. There was a re- 
porter in each pit, whe handed his slips to a 
messenger, who in turn hurried them to the 
operators, whence they were telegraphed to the 
commercial news department of the West- 
ern Union company, ana from that point 


4 flashed all over the country. The Postal Tel- 


egraph company has a share in sending out 
the markets, but by agreement it aecepts the 
Western Union’s reporters* returns and with 
that company shares the expense of the com- 
mercial news department. 

Old Customers Returning. . 

The majority of the local commission firms 
who cater to an office trade had tickers. But 
just how many of the thousands of concerns 
who two years ago thought quotations indis- 
pensable the Western Union has succeeded 
in coaxing back itis difficult to ascertain. 
Westerr. Union officials say they have no ac- 
curate figures yet. 

We are sending the quotations out to New 
York, Cincinnati, Kansas City, Minneapolis, 
Duluth, and half a dozen other places, said 
an officer of the company. In numerous in- 
stances our can vassers have been told by former 


subscribers to wait until we got in operation. 


Probabiy these dilatory ones will now come 
in, and it is likely that in a short time the 
service will be bigger than it ever was. A 
regular schedule of monthly prices has been 
made, ranging from $5 to $15 for a few quo- 
tat ons of the active futures to up rates for 
continuous markets. The latter will be re- 
quired in large cities. 

“Will you discriminate against bucket- 
shops in giving out quotations?” 

No restriction is placed upon the com- 
pany, and we shall give quotations to any cus- 
tomer, who complies with our rules and pays 
for them.”’ 

Secretary Stone of the Board of Trade said 
he didn’t understand that the telegraph com- 
panies were to be permitted to serve the 
bucket-shops. 

But,“ said he, the negotiations were not 
carried on through me.“ 

Members of the board who were interro- 
gated ex no feeling over the probabil- 
ity of the bucket-shops getting a regular 
service. 

It won't make any change in the existing 
state of affairs, said one man. The bucket- 
shops have had quotations for two years past 
and we haven't. When we wanted the exact 
market one of their places was the easiest 
point to get it outside of the floor. 

Trouble Restoring the Circuit. 

The telegraph company pays $1,000 a year 
for the use of a booth on the floor, The deal 
under which they collect the quotations was 
really consummeted some weeks ago. The 
delay in putting it into effect was due largely 
to the fact that the intricate system of cir- 
cuits in use three years ago had been chopped 
up, partly by the Board of Trade authorities. 
It was necessary to replace it. A broker 
chatting yesterday made the remark that the 
action of the board in reopening connection 
was a late move in view of the consequences 
to the business which may follow the ‘passage 
of the anti-Option bill On that subject a 
Chicago man just returned from Washington 
says: The board is lulling itself with a 
false security. The bill is in a way to pass 
the Senate, at least that is the opinion of the 
men who study the situation closely. The hot 
weather and the anxiety of Congress to 
get out of Washington may defeat the 
bill this session, or some one of 
the opposing Senators may tack on such 
amendments as will tie it up. There are men 
in the Senate who understand that the money 
to cover expenses in the coming campaign 
must come largely from the classes who will 
be damaged by the bill if it becomes a law. 
They are not anxious to have it passed. The 
question is, however, are thef strong enough 
to stand against the Senators who think they 
are representing the sentiment of their States 
in voting for it. The bill has been examined 
by some of the best constitutional lawyers in 
the Senate and pronounced all right.” 


THE JURY EXONERATED CAPT. LOESCH. 


A Lengthy Verdict Returned in the Frankie 
Folsom Inquest—New Laws Needed. 

Port, III., July 18.— [Special. — Ihe jury 
in the Frankie Folsom disaster inquest was in 
session all day, and a large number of wit- 
nesses were e ined. Late this eveninga 
verdict was returned. It exonerates Capt. 
Loesch from all blame, the jury considering 
that he did all he could to save the lives of 
his passengers. After citing that chere are no 
laws governing traffic on the Illinois River 
between Copperas Creek and La Salle, the 
verdict reads: 

Any boat or vessel, no matter how unseaworthy 
or how incompetent its crew, can with the same 
rights compete for passenger or freight traffic, 
and that we believe from the evidence given that 
the lives lost were a sacrifice given to that lack of 
law. The Representatives in the Legislature are 
requested to use all legitimate means to have 
laws enacted similar to those for government 
waters, aud the jury believes that had those laws 
now been in force the loss of life would not have 
been nearly so great. 


Kansas Cattle Dying from Texas Fever. 

Eurol, Kas., July 18.—(Special.}—Over fifty 
head of native cattle have died of Texas fever in 
the southern part of this county within the last 
few days. The fever was introduced by a drove 
of Texas cattle.

determine to uphold. About the only differ- 
ence is in the rate on cotton for speculation. 
An increase of five cents per bale is charged 
on account of the concessions recently 
labor. The different presses 
have already made contracts with leading 
patrons covering the year beginning next Sep- 
tember, and so the combination rate will not 
be widespread in its effects. The most impor- 
tant feature. of the combination is the 
fact that it shows a desire to combine among 
the presses, and it is generally asserted that 
within the year most of the presses will be 
under one management.

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THRILLING ADVENTURE OF THE 
A. G. ROPES OFF CAPE HORN. 


Eighteen Seamen Rescued from the Bark 
Glenperis—Open Boat Sent Out in Heavy 
Seas, but All Were Finally Saved—Sailed 
in an Ice Floe—Will Compete with the 
Sugar Trust—Health Officers Preparing 
Against Cholera—Custom-House Officers 
Claim the Jewels. ö | 

New York, July 18.—[Special.]—Capt. D. 
H. Rivas of the ship A. G. Ropes, which ar- 
rived in port Sunday morning, bas passed 
through some thrilling experiences since he 
left San Francisco, April 15. To rescue 
eighteen seamen from a disabled bark and to 
sail eighty miles close to a field of ice made 
the voyage an eventful one. Capt. Rivas 
spoke the iron bark Gleuperis of Caernarvon, 
Wales, off Cape Horn on the afternoon of 
May 22. Its main topmast and oretop-gal- 
lant mast were gone. The spars in falling 
had smashed the hatches and broken the 
boats. Water was pouring in through the 
hatches at every roll of the ship in heavy 
seas. The bark’s Captain, Evan Jones, sig- 
naled that he wished to abandon his vessel. 

By the time the bark was reached twilight 
had come on, A boat was quickly lowered 
and five seamen, with Second-Mate Graham, 
volunteered to man the boat. Its approach 
was greeted with cheers by the seamen aboard 
the bark. Owing to the heavy sea it was not 
possible to come alongsitle the rolling bark, 
so Second-Mate Graham'shouted: “Jump; 
we will get you.“ 

But the men were afraid and did not move. 

Jump,“ he shouted. “ Where is your 
British pluck?” 

This seemed to bring them to their senses, 
and eight of them were soon safely in the 


boat. No sooner were they transferred to the 


ship than the rescuers set out a second time. 
It was now almost dark and ten men re 
mained on the bark. Anxiously Capt. Rivas 
waited for the return of the boat. An hour 
passed, an hour and a half, two hours, and 
still the boat did not come. 

Here,“ he said to the rescued seamen, 
„take a boat and go in search of the men that 
rescued you.” But they refused. t was 
pitch dark, and only an occasional glimmer of 
a single light informed those on the ship that 
the bark was yet afloat, At last, when Capt. 
Rivas 14 to despair after three hour’s 
waiting, the boat returned, having the

WILL ESTABLISH A SUGAR REFINERY. 


New York Capitalists Preparing to Com- 
pete with the Trust. 

New Yorx, July. .18.—[Special.]—Wall 
street men say that ‘several capitalists have 
combined to compete with the American 
Suggr Refineries company. The promoters of 
the new enterprise have nearly completed an 
immense establishment in the eastern district 
of Brooklyn. As it comprises the entire 
block bounded by Kent avenue, South 
Fleventh street, Division street, and the 
East River, there is no lack of 
ground space for the accommodations for the 
different departments of the establishment. 
There is ample space not only for the business 
of the refinery proper but for storage pur- 
poses, the cooperage department, business 
offices, and all other departments. The main 
building, which is ten stories high, is one of the 
most conspicuous of the many large struct- 
ures for manufacturing purposes in the neigh- 
borhood. The wails are of extra thickness 
placed upon wide and deep foundations, and 
are so strong that there will be little vibra- 
tion, 

The docks and wharves are not completed, 
but it is expected that they will be sufficiently 
advanced to obviate delay in loading or un- 
loading vessels. “An extensive system of piling 
is being constructed for the docks and wharves, 
the nature of the river’s bottom at the lovality 
being such as to require extraordinary outlay 
in this direction. 

One of the men connected with the enter- 
prise said: At the start the new refinery 
will have a capacity of fully 2,000 barrels a 
day, but it is thought the output will be great-

even the officers of the law all that was known. 
Until the chain is complete the fewer that 
know the lings the better, they say. 

Attorney W. J. Hynes intimated that some 
new evidence had come to light, but of ite im- 
port he would say nothing. He did not think, 
however, it was of a character to induce any 
immediate arrests or new legal proceedings, 

There is a strong fealing growing that in 
some way persons fully cognizant of all the 
particulars of the crime have been influenced 
from unbosoming themselves, and this feeling 
was suggested in the resolutions condemning 
Michael Davitt, passed last Saturday by the 
committee, and demandmg prompt action on 
the part of the Catholic hierarchy. This 
means, asone of the resolutions says, that 
some persons have been active in trying to 
shield from justice the chiefs of a foul murder 
Conspiracy, and that it is about time, 
for sake’ of good morals and religion, 
that the shield should be withdrawn. 
It is positively stated that a letter in cipher 
was received here trom a prominent maa, 
now in great favor with the church, which, 
when held up to the light and deciphered, 
said that it was absolutely necessary that Cro- 
nin should be got out of the way. And he 
was got away with a few days afterwards. 

The activity of tne Croninites has produced 
equal agtivity on the other side, and it is said 
that there are police and others under pay 
who are watching the arrival and departure of 
persons interested in the case.

The Commissioner 
held that the evidence warranted him in com- 
mitting Auzat for extradition. Auzat’s al- 
leged offense consisted in the forging of the 
name of Roux de Escombrera, a wealthy 
Frenchman, to three drafts for 30,000 francs. 
The crime was alleged to have been com- 
mitted in 1883, when Auzat was an outside 
member of the Paris Stock Exchange. The

To Weed Out Thistles. 

The attention of several men:bers of the 
County Board has been called to the violation 
by the property-owners in the western part of 
the city of the Canada Thistle law.

It can be overcome by 
proper attention to ordinary sanitary precau- 
tions. Is it not the part of wisdom then for 
Chicago to be prepared to meet it and stamp 
it out and to leave as little material as possi- 
bie in its water, houses, streets, and alleys for 
it to feed upon? Clean up the city. Our san- 
itary conditions are not satisfactory. It’s 
time they were made so, 


Mr. Harotp Freperic, the best informed 
of the London correspondents, predicts that 
Lord Aberdeen will be made Lord-Lieutenant 
of Ireland under the new Gladstone adminis- 
tration. He was Lord-Lieutenant of Ireland 
during the brief Giadstonian ministry of 1886, 
and became exceedingly popular. The Count- 
ess of Aberdeen had hardly arrived 
in Dublin when she began to interest 
herself in the promotion of Irish industries, 
lace making, wicker work, and the kind. 
She contributed time and money for this pur- 
pose, and it is owing to her kindly initiative 
that certain districts in the wild northwestern 
coasts of Mayo, Sligo, and Donegal, where 
the cottage industries were established, now 
enjoy an unprecedented degree of prosperity. 
The reappointment of Lord Aberdeen and the 
return of himself and his Countess to Ireland 
could not fail to give satisfaction in this 
country. Andhere in Chicago among the 
Irish-Americans who are interested in the 
Irish exhibit at the World’s Fair grounds the 
appointment will also give genuine pleasure. 
Lady Aberdeen is the principal patroness of 
the Irish exhibit. As the mistress of Dublin 
Castle she would have unusual opportunities 
for promoting its success. That she would 
utilize them there is no doubt. Chicago has 
therefore a decided interest in at least one of 
Mr. Gladstone’s Cabinet appointments. 


THE GARBAGE MUST BE CONSUMED. 

The reports made in Taz Trrpuns yesterday 
in regard to swill and garbage accumulations 
in the different wards of this city, and the 
partial arrangements made for their removal, 
show a deplorable condition of things in most 
of the wards. The scavenger service is in- 
sufficient and inefficient, and even if honest the 
men could not remove half the fiith that is de- 
posited daily in the streets and alleys. For 
instance, the contractor in the Thirteenth 
Ward has to team bis loads five miles, the 
result being that each of his carts now moves 
about one load, or at most two, per day. This 
because the people protested against the stuff 
being loaded on railroad cars in their neigh- 
borhood. In the entire Nineteenth Ward 
there are not more than four entire 
blocks of improved alleys. The other 
alleys are continually full of manure, 
and many of them are impassable for 
teams. In one of them three teams have been 
used to pull out one wagon containing only 
half a load of garbage, and this was right across 
the street from the saloon kept by O’Brien, 
Alderman of that ward. It is said that 75 per 
cent of the people in that part of the city own 
teams. Many of them are peddlers, fish and 
fruit dealers, and all make it a point to dump 
their refuse in the alleys, which thus become 
filed up with decaying matter of the worst 
possible kind for the health and comfort of 
the people who live in the vicinity. 

In the Twelfth Ward the charge for remov- 
ing manure is so high that the stuff is allowed 
to accumulate and the alleys are the same 
old disease-breeding mud holes they were 
twelve years ago.“ The garbage contractor 
makes this remarkable statement about it: 


In the Twelfth Ward there is not one in ten 
manure boxes not overflowed. I'll tell you the 
reason of this. Formerly those who had manure 
on their premises were allowed to haul it to the 
railroads, and by paying 25 cents for a single load 
or 50 cents for a double load had it taken off their 
hands by the railroads. Now that work of receiv- 
ing manure at the railroads has been farmed out 
to one or two men. [Who are these extortioners? | 
They charge from 175 cents to $1 for single loads 
and from $1.50 to $2 for double loads. The result 
is that almost all manure dealers have gone out 
of the business and Chicagoans owning teams 
allow manure to accumulate in the alleys rather 
than pay the exorbitant price for its removal. 


In another ward the garbage is described. as 
“ready to crawl away when put into the 
boxes. It seems to make little difference 
under the present order of things whether the 
scavenger business be undertaken by the city 
or contractors. If the foriner the teamsters 
ean neglect their duty, blackmail some indi- 
viduals, and let garbage of the rest severely 
alone, secure in the knowledge that their 
Alderman will see to it they are not discharged 
fordereliction. If the latter, few contractors 
give the work their personal supervision,” 
says the report, and the result can be better 
imagined than described. But the piling up 
of garbage in alleys goes on all the same. The 
manure from stables blocks the alleys and 
there is no pretense of removing it, that not 
being part of the duty of the paid scavenger. 
The report also says that people in the build- 
ings throw out filth from doors and 
upper windows, and the few garbage 
boxes that are used according to 
requigement are emptied so seldom 
that they are thoroughly permeated with filth 
and smell as vilely when empty as when full. 
Then some of the garbage wagons spill large 
quantities of their contents along the streets. 
And the places to which the filth is removed, 
that is, the dumping grounds in the out- 
skirts of the city, are fearful to approach or 
even contemplate understandingly. 

There is only one remedy for this wide- 
spread enormous evil; this barbaric continu- 
ance of middle age uncivilization; thia dis- 
graceful neglect of sanitary measures abso- 
lutely necessary to the health of a great city. 
That sole remedy is to burn up the filth. The 
required number of furnaces once erected by 
the city and operated under efficient man- 
agement, a scavenger force can col- 
lect twice or thrice as much garbage 
per day as now, because of the shorter 
distance of transportation and the greater 
facility with which the teamsters can be 
watched and made to do the work they are 
paid for; and the uncleanly classes of citizens 
must be educated up to the necessity of do- 
ing their part towards the reform. They 
must learn to burn in their own stoves 
all the paper and other material that 
can thus be disposed of and to place the rest 
in proper receptacios, containing ashes and 
garbage sepa- ately, where the stuff can be re- 
‘moved by the scavengers with the minimum 
of annoyance to the people. This must be 
accompanied by a cleaning out of the ac- 
cumulations now to be found in hundreds of 
alleys, and there must be paving or repairing 
of such streets as need it so that they can be 
kept clean for the future. 

There should be no shirking or half-hearted- 
ness about this; no faltering in the work al- 
ready resolved on. Half-way measures will 
not do. It has been decided the city must 
be put in presentable condition for the Worid's 
Fair, and now comes the news that the cholera 
is makmg.fearful headway in Russia, fast 
sweeping towards the western shores of 
Europe. It may cross the ocean within a 
short time and quickly spread into the Missis- 
sippi Valley, including the great city at the

THE MEANING OF “THE FOREIGN CO- 
MERCE STATISTICS. 

It appears from the figures furnished by the 

Treasury Department that the foreign com- 

merce of the United States forthe fiscal year 


ending June 30 last was as follows: 
eet. ß 1 . 1,080, 000, 000 


Imports. 1 
Excess of exports over imports... 203,000,000 


These figures, if unexplained, would be 
taken as indicative of great prosperity 
and an immense balance of trade for the 
Nation during the twelve months. But when 
all the facts are stated the condition of affairs 
will be seen not to be s@ very flattering. But 
for the demand for American breadstuffs last 
fall it would be a serious one. 

The value assigned the imports, so far as 
the manufactured goods of Europe are con- 
cerned, is what they were worth at the place 
where they were made, whether the interior 
of England, France, Germany, or other 
nation. The value assigned to coffee, 
tea, sugar, and similar articles is 
what they 
foreign shipment. The transportation of 
these various products from the place where 
they were made or were collected for ship- 
ment’ to the ports of the United States adds 
fully 10 per cent to their value. That is, they 
cost the American consumer $83,000,000 more 
than the $827,000,000 at which they were billed. 
or atotal of $910,000,000. This is exclusive of 
the cost of inland transportation in this coun- 
try. Of these imports 80 per cent was brought 
in foreign vessels, and hence foreign carriers 
got 80 percent of the profits of the carrying 
trade. Fifteen per cent only was carried in 
American vessels and 5 per cent on railroads. 
Of that 5 per cent the American roads carried 
the greatest part. 

Of the exports 88 per cent was carried in 
foreign bottoms and only 9 m American 
ships, so that the American prvfit from this 
source was very small. 

During the last fiscal year American pleas- 
ure tourists spent abroad for traveling ex- 
penses and for goods, mostly of a luxurious 
nature, the sum of a hundred millions. That 
much money was taken out of the country in 
one form or another by them in order that 
they might spend a season abroad. Further- 
more, on a moderate estimate the amount of 
money remitted to Europe yearly by persons 
of foreign birth to pay the passage of rela- 
tives to America or aid in their sup- 
port, or by foreigners who, having made 
in the United States what they regard 
as a fortune, go home to spend it, is equal to 
all that is brought to the United States yearly 
by the immigrants, and by the Europeans, 
South Americans, etc., who come here for 
pleasure trips. | 

Nor must it be forgotten that Europe is a 
large holder of American securities of all 
kinds—of railroads, manufacturing corpora- 
tions, etc.—and that at least $50,000,000 is sent 
across the ocean yearly in the form of inter- 
est and dividends. Hence the actual foreign 
commerce account properly made up would 
stand as follows:

This deficiency has to be met, and it can be 
done only by sending coin or more bonds 
abroad. But this last year was an extraordi- 
narily favorable one for this country. Last 
year’s grain harvest was anextraordinary one, 
the deficiency in Europe’s harvest being made 
good from this country's enormous surplus. 
Our exports of breadstuffs during the eleven 
months ending May 31 showed an increase of 
no less than $168,000,000 over the same period 
in 1891. Probably June added enough to 
make the total 180 millions. We can not 
reckon on any such foreign market for surplus 
breadstuffs this ensuing year, and the balance 
of trade against this country may be heavy. 


WHAT SIR CHARLES DILKE AND T. P. 
O’CONNOR SAY. 

Two of the most capable, level-headed, and 
influential of the independent supporters of 
Mr. Gladstone have already expressed them- 
selves as to the policy which should be pur- 
sued by the Liberal leaders when Parliament 
meets next month. It will be noted that they 
do not believe that the House of Lords has 
the power or the constitutional right to force a 
dissolution of Parliament soon again. 

Sir Charles Dilke, writing in the Speaker of 
the 30th of April last, and predicting a mod- 
erate but not a sweeping Liberal victory, 
said: . 

The necessary pauses in the proceedings on 
the home rule measure must be filled by 
popular legislation. Four main sug- 
gestions have been made with regard to the 

. „ bills, the passing of which is in- 
tended to counteract the Conservative policy 
or by raising conflict with the House of Lords 
upon a popular issue to bring about a re- 
newed expression at a further dissolution of 
the Radical opinion of the country. These 
measures are ‘one-man-one-vote,’ a registra- 
tion bill, payment of members, and teform of 
local government outside the boroughs. 

In any case it is essential not only that there 
should be a program in addition to home rule 
—for that is a matter of course—but that this 
program should be acted on and the measures 
in it, if brief ones, carried into law.” 

Sir Charles Dilke has no doubt that this 
program will su , and that if the second- 
ary measures which he has outlined are re- 
jected by the House of Lords the people, after 
a new dissolution, will insist on them by a 
larger majority than they have given Mr. 
Gladstone in the elections just concluded. 

Mr. T. P. O’Connor, who is as influential 
with both sections of the Irish members, 
speaks not less strongly than Sir Charles 
Diike in favor of what may be called the sec- 
ondary program, though it will soon be first 
in importance. In his paper, the London Sun, 
of last Sunday he says: 


The question nuw is whether Mr. Gladstone can 
carry his measures and hold out long enough. Our 
own impression is that he can and ought. He is 
steadily and immutably bound to hold two 
things, First, not to allow himse]fto be forced 
on the country until he has reformed the whole 
system of registration; second, not to allow his 
hand to be forced by the House of Lords. The 
question of one-man-one-vote Gladstone should 
carry. Even some Unionists would find it diffi-

o idea prevails in some quarters that Mr. 
Gladstone will go before the country after one de- 
feat of the home rule scheme by the House of 
Lords. Our own impression is that he will send 
his Home Rule bill at least three times to the 
House of Lords.

THE NAVAL FIGHT IN THE HOUSE. 

It is matter for general congratulation that 
the Republicans of the Senate and the House, 
by their persistence and determination to 
carry their point, have compelled the ekimp- 
ing and unpatriotic Democratio majority, in 
spite of the efforts of the scrimp Holman to 
prevent it, to assent to the additional bat tle- 
ship which the Senate conferrees have in 
sisted upon. It has been a long and stubborn 
contest, but the right thing has won 
the day. The Senate’s amendment to the 
House Naval Appropriation bill, which has 
now been twice in conference, provides for 
“one harbor-defense double turret ship of the 
monitor type, with a displacement of about 
7,500 tons, to have the highest practicable 
speed for vessels of its class, and to cost, ex- 
clusive of armament and of any premiums 
that may be paid for increased speed, not ex- 
ceeding $3,000,000"; also four light draft 
gunboats of from 800 to 1,200 tons displace- 
ment, not exceeding $450,000 each; and six 
torpedo boats at a cost of not exceeding 
$110,000 each. The amendment making an 
appropriation for the naval review in connec- 
tion with the World’s Fair is also carried. 

Of the fifteen ships of the new navy afloat 
not one is a battleship. There are three line- 
of-battle vessels in process of construction, 
and the new one insisted upon, by the Senate 
will make feur, or just one-fourth of the Brit- 
ish navy, so far as battleships are concerned. 
It is not a large addition, but for whatever it 
amounts to the country is indebted to Repub- 
lican persistence, aided by the efforts 
of a few ‘Democrats, among them 
Senator Gorman and Representatives 
Herbert of Alabama and Fellows of 
New York,who were able to influence some of 
their colleagues against the desperate efforts 
of the scrimping Holman to defeat tne con- 

ference report. On the final passage every 
Republican in the House went on the record 
in favor of the report, but eighty-three Demo- 
crats were found unpatriotic enough to vote 
against this measure of national defense which 
is so urgently necessary for the protection 
of the seaboard and its harbors against the 
assaults of aforeign poweg. The remaining 
Democrats were forced to vote for it through 
fear of public indignation. The Republican 
party has always been in favor of mcreasing 
the navy to a degree which shall make this 
country safe from attack of an army by sea, 
and, though in a vast minority in Congress, it 
has carried its point against a lot of unpatri- 
otic Democrats. 


EMPLOYERS HAVE NO “ARMED FORCES.” 

The Trade and Labor Assembly adopted the 
following at its meeting Sunday: 

Wauereas, It is publicly reported that a mili- 
tary force is being organised from tne labor 
unions of this city and elsewhere with the de- 
clared purpose of physically resisting the armed 
forces of the employing classes; and 

WHEREAS, The maintenance of such an armed 
force is practically impossible, and every move- 
ment m that direction is most unwise and inja- 
rious to the interests of labor so long as the 
workers have the right to vote and through the 
ballot-box to control the State and National 
troops, regulate the police, and abolish the Pink- 
ertons; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Trade and Labor Assembly 
condemns the moyement to make military organ- 
izations out of labor organizations. 

The resolution is praiseworthy. The men 
who drafted and passed it know that nothing 
is to be gained by converting labor organiza- 
tions into military ones to antagonize the 
police. 

The first whereas, however, is objectionable 
in its wording. It seems to rest on an as- 
sumption that the employing classés” in 
this State or city have “armed forces” at 
their command. The only men who are 
authorized to bear arms in IlIlinois are the 
militia and the police. Does the Trade and 
Labor Assembly mean to intimate that they 
are the armed forces” of the employing 
classes whom the second whereas says it is 

pedient to oppose with arms? 

The Trade and Labor Assembly ought to 
understand that the militia and the police are 
not for the special benefit of any class. They 
are forthe service of the whole people, with- 
out regard to condition. If employers assail 
the rights of the employed in a violent 
and illegal manner—with Pinkerton men 
for instance—the police and the militia wili be 
calied on to defend the employed against the 
aggressions of the empioyers. 

The peace-preserving agencies of the com- 
munity are arrayed against neither the rich 
nor the poor, but against those who break the 
peace, and whoever abstains from violence 
will never come in conflict with the National 
Guard or the police. These intimations that 
those two organizations constitute the armed 
forces of the employing classes sound very 
much as if the Trade and Labor Assembly 
thought the workingmen had good cause to 
arm themselves, but dissuaded them from it 
because of its inexpediency. It would have 
been better to say frankly that there is no 
reason for any workman to look with distrus: 
on the officers of the law, who are their best 
protectors against rioters and, anarchists and 
all others who may disturb their peace. 


Tux English language has scored another 
victory. The French Government has just 
appointed Baron de Courcelles as arbitrator 
in the Bering Sea affair, the delay in the ap- 
pointment having been due to Minister Ribot’s 
objection to English as the official language 
of the arbitration. The French Minister set 
up the old plea that French was the language 
of diplomacy, but the world has ad- 
vanced since those days and he 
was obliged to consent to having 
the protocols in French and English, while 
the decision itself will be in English. Apart 
from the fact that French is fast disappearing 


as the official language of courts and diplo- 


macy there would have been something incon- 
grueéus in settling a difference between two 
English-speaking nations in another language. 
There was a time when no other plan would 
have been listened to, but that time has gone. 
The Anglo-Saxon language is coming in, and 


is destined to be the language of the world by

Americans of 
whom he has said many pleasant things will 
be well pleased at his advancement. Mr. 
Labouchere, who is slated for Postmaster- 
General, is a man of affairs and there is little 
doubt that his administration of the depart- 
ment will be more successful than that 
of his predecessor, F. A. Channing, who 
is named for President of the Local Govern- 
ment Board, is, by the way, a son of Dr. 
William Ellery Chaning, the great American 
theclogian. Dr. Hunter, who is to be Secre- 
tary for Scotland, is an advanced Radical and 
was, until recently, the editor of the London 
Weekly Dispatch, one of Sir Charles Dilke’s 
publications. Samuel Walker as Lord Chan- 
cellor of Ireland will represent the Ulster 
Liberals in the Cabinet, It is not likely that 
any of the McCarthyites will accept office.

MISSISSIPPI RIVER COMMISSION. 


The Members Recommend Employing a 
Larger Dredge for Cleaning the Channel. 
Wasuineton, D. C., July 18.— Special.! — 

The Mississippi River Commission has sub- 
mitted its report to the Secretary of War, giv- 
ing a detailed statement of the work accom- 
plished during the last year and the plan of 
work laid out for the present year. The dis- 
tribution of appropriations of last year has 
been modified by the transfer of various sums 
from one object to another as the demand in 
the various branches of the work became 
pressing. 

The present high water has caused two new 
breaks in the river near Memphis. Near 
Vicksburg the bank continues to cave slowly 
and the revetment will have to be extended. 
The execution of the project for improvement 
of the Red and . Atchafalaya Rivers is ham- 
pered by the danger of temporarily obstruct- 
ing navigation. It seems that the maximum 
strain has been placed upon the levees “that 
they will have to bear this year ana that little 
further damage will be suffered by the floods. 

In referring to the improvement of the river 
channel the commission condemns all devices 
which rely exclusively upoa the current of the 
river for carrying away the excavated mate- 
rial. The commission is considering the pro- 
priety of building a dredge of capacity suffi- 
cient to remove the material bodily, which 
can be easily moyed from place to place, 
but are hampered by the great cost. The ob- 
structions during the low water season were 

reatest above Cairo. The balance on hand

MONTREAL VISITED BY A FIERCE FIRE. 


The Flames Almost Too Great to Control— 
Damage, $300,000—Hogs Burned, 

MonTrear, Que., July 18.—[Special. ]|—Fire 
this afternoon almost entirely consumed the 
foundry of W. Clendenning & Son and the 
paint works of A. Ramsay & Co. The fire 
started in the finishing shops of Clendenning 
and spread rapidly. A furious wind carried 
burning cinders over the houses near by, set- 
ting several of them on fire. The smoke was so 
dense that most people thought that portion of 
the city would have to go. There was a panic 
in the neighborhood, the residents hastily get- 
ting their furniture out of the threatened 
houses. Many houses were saved by a bucket 
brigade on the roofs. St. Mark’s Presbyterian 
Church caught fire, but the flames were ex- 
tinguished. A number of firemen were in- 
jured. The total loss will amount to over 
$300,000, partly covered by $230,000 insurance. 

CLEVELAND, O., July 18.—Fire broke out at 
3 o’clock in the Cleveland Stock-Yards at 
Clark and Gordon avenues, near the Big Four 
tracks, and spread rapidly. The principal 
shed in the yards was nearly 1,000 feet long 
and cost $40,000. It was destroyed. Two 
hundred head of hogs were burned. They 
were owned by Erick Bros. and Sharp, Bower 
& Hall. Between 200 and 300 tons of hay and 
several cars of corn were destroyed. An hour 
after the fire started the yards were swept 
clean of buiJdings. ‘The loss is $45,000 and the 
insurance $25,000. 

Ricumonp, Va., July 18.—The Richmond 
grain elevator, located on the line of the 
Chesapeake and Ohio railroad in the northern 
portion of the city, caught fire tonight about 
10 o’clock and will probably be destroyed 
with its contents. Loss about $100,000; fully 
insured,

NEGROES NOT INCREASING RAPIDLY. 


The Census Report Shows a Heavy Per- 
centage Below the Previous Decade. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., July 18.—The Census 
Office has issued a bulletin which shows that 
the total colored population in 1890 was 7,638,- 
860. Of this number 7,470,040 are African, 
107,475 are Chinese, 2,089 are Japanese, and 
58,806 are civilized Indians. 

Considering persons of African descent, it 
is seen that there has been an increase durt 
the decade from 1880 to 1890 of 889,247, or 13.51 
per cent,as against an increase during the dec- 
ade from 1870 to 1880 of 1,700,784, o1 34.85 
per cent. The bulletin says: 

The abnormal increase of the colored popula- 
tion of the South during the decade ending in 
1880 led tothe popular belief that the negroes 
were increasing at a much greater rate than the 
white population. The present census has shown, 
however. that the high rate of increase in the col- 
ored population, as shown by the census of 1880. 
was apparent only and was due to the imperfect 
enumeration of 1870 in the Southern States. 

There has n an increase in the number of 
Chinese in the United States during the decade 
from 1880 to 1890 of only 2,010, or 1.91 per cent, the 
number returned in 1880 being 105.465, and the 
number returned in 1890 being 107,465. The Chi- 
nese increased 66.588 per cent from 1870 to 1880, and 
80.91 per cent from 1560 to 1870. 

In 1880 the Japanese in the United States num- 
bered only 148, while in 1890 they numbered 2.039. 
In 1870 there were only 55 Japanese returned 
under that census. 

The civilized Indians have decreased during the 
last ten years 7,601, or „ cent, the number 
returned in 1880 being 66,407, as against 58,306 
returned in 180.

WATER RAPIDLY RISING IN MISSISSIPPL 


Rain Falls Every Day for Three Weeks in 
the Vicinity of Jackson, 

Jackson, Miss., July 18.— [Special.] — Rain 
has fallen here every hay for three week, in 
consequence of which Pearl River is higher 
than known since 1857. Thousands of acres 
of corn, cotton, and meadow are ruined and 
the farmers of the bottom are completely de- 
moralized. No loss of life is reported ana 
few cattle drowned. The end is not yet, as 
the river has risen nearly one foot today. The 
City of Jackson is on a high bluff and is in no 
danger, but the pike leading east is swimming 
deep and travel almost entirely suspended. 
The farms along Pearl River are the finest in 
Central Mississippi, and in many places corn 
eight feet high is almost covered by water.

MARYLAND AND PENNSYLVANIA, 


Chicago Men Will Try and Win Races at 
Both—0Ullbrecht's Victory. 


Following the Washington meet come a couple 
of other meetings which are only in degree a 
shade less important than the big event at the 
Capital and which will doubtless arrest the at- 
tention of the cracks in the country. All of the 
Chicago men who are competitors at Washington 
will, in all probability, turn their steps towards 
the Maryland division race meet, which is sched- 
uled for next Thursday and for which an excel- 
lent program has been prepared. The races will 
be held on the new park cycle track, which has 
the reputation of having been built in order to 
allow some speedy man to accomplish a mile on 
it inside of 20, and perhaps this will furnish 
the opportunity for which so many crave, of 
lowering the world’s record for a mile. Berlo 
may anticipate things a little and loosen up 
enough to do better than 2:16. And Taylor may 
improve the occasion to further reduce his two- 
mile record. Munger will no doubt test both the 
track ana himself severely and fully, and Barrett 
and Thorne, his club mates, * relied upon 
to do the best that isin them. The events to be 
contested will be as follows: One mile for novices, 
quarter mile open, half mile open, mile for the 
2 class. mile for the 2:40 class, mile for the 3 
minute class, quarter mile yore s half mile 
handicap, mile handicap, and two-mile handicap 
for Maryland riders. 

From the above it will be observed that class 
races are held in favor, and that the rebellion 
which is so prominent in New York, and which is 
extending with such rapidity to the West, 
against handicap races has already had its effect. 
The idea of a 2:25 class is something novel, and 
should produce a grand race if the men entered 
in it only ride as they are fit to ride. There aren’t 
many men who can claim the distinction of ridi 
a mile in 2:25, but there are enough of them to 
the eye and make a splendid spectacle on a 
race-track. Berlo, Tyler, 1 or, . Munger, 
Barrett, Thorne, the younger McDuff, Graves, 
both of the Smiths, Taxis, Banker, Murphy, and 
one or two others whose names do not come readi- 
ly to mind, are within that class. And a race be- 
tween them for blood, each man riding at his ut- 
most speed in competition, would be a_ sight 
worth traveling many miles to witness. Har mi 
less interesting would be the 2:40 class race, al- 
though the number of men who would be entitled 
to enter in it would be considerably augmented, 
for nowadays he is a poor rider who cannot go 
his mile under those figures. 

Immediately fellowing the Maryland meet 
Saturday comes the tournament of the Pennsy)- 
vania Bicycle club on the new and famous Tioga 
track, the prizes and entries for which are very 
valuable and numerous. The events set for com- 
petition are as follows: Mile novice, half mile 
open, mile for the 2:50 class, mile cup race, mile 
open for world’s record, mile club championship, 
mile handicap, mile tandem handicap, quarter 
mile open, mile handicap, and mile lap. From 
which it will be seen that the Pennsylvania men 
are distinctly fond of long races. 

Keator, who is East at the National meet just 
now, has an engagement at Harrisburg, Pa., di- 
rectly after Washington, but he may conclude to 
alter his purpose and go where the majority goes. 
He is speedy enough to win prizes wherever he 
may find himself, and is improving all the time. 
It is understood that Munger, Barrett, and Thorne 
will first take in the Maryland meet and then go 
on to Pennsylvania. After that Thorne and Bar- 
rett will return to Chicago and Munger will re- 
main in the East, pursuing his victorious way. 

Ulibrecht’s defeat of Bodach in their ten-mile 
match race was about as big a surprise to those 
who fancied they were informed of the merits of 
the men as anything that has yet turned up this 
season, although now that the affair is over 
and the money has changed hands one recalls 
with little trouble that Ullbrecht was credited 
with having broken the American ten-mile road 
record about this time à year ago, and there ex- 
ist od no just reason for slighting him to the ad- 
vantage of his rival. Ullbrecht is a member of 
the Columbia Wheelmen, and oneof the most 
hardy and vigorous riders t skim over the 
roads. It is impossible to say just how many 
thousand miles he travels in the course of a 

ear, but it may be computed approximately 
— any one who is familiar with his 
early record of this season. Almost before the 
snow flew off the ground he had to his credit the 
record of having ridden four or five centuries. 
Other men had not wiped the oil off their ma- 
chines at that time. Indeed so anxidéus was Ul- 
brecht to be at work that one Sunday morning, 
when the weather was only fair and when the 
roads were in too sloppy a condition to travel 
over, he set off down the railroad track and 
bumped and ground away for miles into the 
State of Michigan. Twice a wesk for almost five 
weeks he repeated this same performance, and 
today is supposed to have ridden more 100-mile 
journeys than any other man in the West. He is

a slashing fine road rider, though 
not much to brag about on the track. He has 
figured inconspicuously at several races here and 
elsewhere, but was never placed by the judges, 
Another illustration of the fact that a man who 
confines himself exclusively to road riding rarely 
does good work on the path, though he be ever so 
powerful. There is one thing on the track, how- 
ever, that Ullbrecht can do to perfection, and that 
is pace a man who is out fur a fairly long distance 
record. The way he drew Spooner 1 in the 
course of his twenty-four hour ride at Parkside 
showed that he knew a good deal about that much 
vaunted art of pacing. They say that his friends

HE WILL PRESENT ANOTHER VETO. 


What President Green Says of Gilbert’s 
Last Bill—Othédr Board Matters. 

„ don’t wish to say the bill is fraudulent, 
but when I say I believe itis I am stating the 
truth,” said Commissioner Frank Stauber, re- 
ferring to Sheriff Gilbert’s dieting bill for the 
latter part of June, which the Finance com- 
mittee yesterday recommended paid, having 
feviewed the Sheriff’s actual expenditures. 

If the Sheriff has bought goods at the 
prices he states he has not had at heart the 
best interests of the county. I know 
if I had to buy rolls, for instance, 
for a picnic and got 150 dozen I 
should not have to pay 10 cents a dozen for 
them. That price is outrageous. The Sheriff 
is simply trying to see how much he can make 
the dieting of prisoners cost the county. Look 
at these items: Soup meat, 6 cents per pound, 
roast beef, 11 cents; ham, 14 cents; salt pork, 
10 cents; pork loi. 10 cents; bacon, 13 cents; 
tea biscuit, 10 cents a dozen. I cannot ap- 
prove of that bill. This is simply a question 
of whether or not we shall bow to the Sheriff. 
The Sheriff is not justified in buying at retail 
prices. | 

Our chickens have come home to roost,” 
said Commissioner Ballard. Here is the 
accepted bill. Whether or not it is high I 
have nothing tosay. Under the law we have 
got to pay it. If you think the Sheriff has 
been dividing‘with somebody follow him up 
and impeach him after you pay the bill.“ 

* We’re in adilemma and must seize one 
horn or the other,” said Commissioner Allen, 
„But Mr. Stauber should bear in mind that 
the Sheriff has no storerooms and cannot buy 
except at retail. I do not know, either, that 
the prices are high. We get the worst of it all 
along. If it is legal I should like this board 
to meké with the Sheriff a daily diet bill and 
agree upon the prices.”’ 

President Green wanted the bill referred 
back to the Finance committee on the grounds 
that he had not examined the bills and had 
stili some questions to ask of the Sheriff. “If 
you persist in paying this bill there is only 
one alternative for me, he said. “I shall 
present another veto.“ 

The debate was finally cut off by an affirm- 
ative vote on Commissioner Allen's motion 
to refer the bill back to the Finance commit- 


tee. 

President Green submitted the following 
communication: 

I most respectfully recommend that this board 
in the early part of its last session fix the salary 
of the incoming Board of County Commission- 


ers. 

I do this for the reason that after the board has 
been elected and taken its seat the members are 
afraid to increase their own salaries, and for the 
further reason that the present salaries are whol- 
ly inadequate for the pay of any County Commis- 
sioner who is capable of filling the responsibie 
position and will devote the time necessary to 
look after the welfare and interests of Cook 
County. By fixing the salaries prior to any con, 
vention, before it is known who is nominated, it 
could not be claimed that we were in any way en- 
deavoring to increase salaries in which we might 
be interested ourselves. 

I recommend that the salaries of the Cook 
County Commissioners be fixed at at least $2,500 
each and the President’s at $4,000. The salaries I 
have mentioned would not be much of an induce- 
ment for , thorough business-men to take the 
position, but it would be a little better pay for 
them, in case they were chosen by the people to 
fill the very resposible position, than the present 
salaries. 

I consider that the taxpayers of Cook County 
are more interested in who is elected to the posi- 
tion of County Commissioner than any other 
county office, as upon the ability of those chosen 
and the manner in which they attend to their 
duties the whole machinery of the public affairs 
in Cook County turns. 

Commissioner Cool moved that the com- 
munication be referred to the County- Attor- 
ney, and that he be required to furnish an 
opinion as to the board’s power under the 
resolution. The motion was carried. The 
President now gets $2,371 and each Commis- 
sioner $1,871. : 

County Physician Noble referred to the 
board a letter from Sheriff Gilbert, in which 
the latter said that for want of proper facil- 
ities and necessary help, it would be 
impossible for him to longer do 
the laundry work for the Detention Hospital.

SAYS THE SANGRELAYA IS “A CREEK.” 


H. C. Perry on the Suit Filed Against 
Consul Burchard of Honduras. 

In Taz Tripune of yesterday was a dis- 
patch from Omaha telling of a suit filed by 
W. J. Stevenson of Nebraska against William 
C. Burchard, United States Consul at Rustan, 
Honduras. In the suit it was alleged that Mr. 
Burchard, in a circular issued by him as an 
interested party in The Burchard Honduras 
Fruit company,” had made certain 
misrepresentations to the purchaser, 
W. J. Stevenson. Among these 
was Burchard's claim that Sangrelaya 
at the mouth of the Sangrelaya River, on the 
** Burchard concession,” was the best natural 
harbor on the north coast of Honduras, and 
that the river flowing through the grant would 
afford excellent transportation facilities from 
the interior to the coast. It is claimed that 
W. W. Shenberger, who was employed by 
Stevenson to eXamine Mr. Burchard’s state- 
ments, alleges that they do not bear the im- 
press of truth. 

Hunter R. Perry, assistant secretary of the 
Honduras company, room No. 1203 Owings 
Building, in speaking of the suit, said yester- 

ay: 
was in Honduras in January, 1891, and’on 
the way down passed the mouth of the Sangre- 
laya River close enough to shore to see the 
horses and men. At that time I saw men 
wading across the bar of the river, or what it 
may be more rightly termed ‘the creek’ A 
month later, on my way back, I saw men 
waiking across the bardry-shod. The San- 
grelaya is not navigable. Mr. Burchard has 
been Consul at Rustan for thirty years, and 
up to the time he got the grant from the Hon- 
duras Government did everything in his power 
to discourage American capitalists from in- 
vesting in Honduras lands.

IOWA CROPS 


FAIR MEASURE OF IMPROVEMENT | 


IS NOTED IN STAPLES, 


A Fair Crop of Winter Wheat Is Being 
Harvested—Spring Wheat Not Doing So 
Well—Immense Acreage of Corn, Con- 
sidering the Floods—Outlook Is for a 
Two-Thirds Yield— Rye Harvested in 
Good Order— Small Yields of Fruit— 
General News of the Northwest. 


Des Mores, Ia., July 18.—[Special.]—The 
following report of the condition of crops for 


July was issued today: : 

The July estimates of correspondents show a 
fair measure of improvement in the condition of 
the staple crops, compared with the report of 
June, at which time unfavorable weather condi- 
tions prevailed in all parts of the State. : 

The reports show an improvement in the condi- 
tion of winter wheat, the average being 95% per 
cent as against 86 June 1. The:cpol weather of 
the spring favored this cereal, and on well-drained 
lands it has made a fair crop and has been 
harvested in good condition. ring wheat is 
averaged at 89 per cent, having only held its own. 

The June report showed a decrgase of 17% per 
cent in the acreage of corn, compared with last 
year. The present acreage is 88 per cent, com- 
pared with 1891. That is certainly a liberal esti- 
mate, taking into account the immense area of 
flooded lands and the prevalent wet weather in 
planting season. It is estima that Iowa has 
this year 6,446,694 acres in corn. The July condi- 
tion of this crop is 72% per cent. So the present 
outlook gives promise of about two-thirds of a full 
average yield. ! 

Oats is rated at 93 per cent, as to condition, and 
the acreage is 88 per cent, The census report 
credits Iowa with 3,752,141 acres in 1889. Taking 
these figures as a basis this State has the present 
season 3,301,885 acres. 

Rye averages 93 per cent in condition and it has 
generally been harvested in good order. 

The condition of barley is estimated at 89 per 
cent, substantially the same as in the June report. 

Flax is rated at 90 in condition as to 
acreage, II per cent short of year. There is 
about 230,085 acres in flax. | 

Timothy is estimated at 105 and clover at 103 
percent. This has been a great year for grass, 
and the hay harvest reports show a heavy yield. 
The present area is something over 3,500, 
acres in meadows. 

The reports show an acreage of 120 per cent in 
millet compared with last year, the increase 
being due to the shortage of corn, Broomcoorn is 
rated at 83 per cent and sorghum 8. 

The acreage of Irish potatoes appears to be 8 
— cent short of last year, and the condition is 

per cent. Sweet potatoes are estimated at 87 
per cent. 

Pastures are remarkably fine, the rating being 
105 per cent. | 

Apples are variable, the range being from 3% to 
112 per cent; the average is por cent for the 
State. Other fruits are rated as follows: Pears, 
52; plums, 45; grape. 85; blackberries, 100; rasp- 
berries, 94; and strawberries, 82/6.

Jay Gould’s Telegraph Company Looking 
for New Quarters—Real Estate News. 

The Western Union Telegraph company is 
negotiating for the Phoenix Building at Clark 
and Javkson streets. The negotiations are 
being conducted directly with the New York 
office. The ground spate of this building is 
scarcely as extensive as the Western Union 
people would like, but it will give them 10,000 
square feet of area, or as much as they have at 
present. Nearly everything available in the 
office districts has been offered them, but 
there are only a few places which can be got 
in fee simple, Ihe Phoenix Building has heen 
offered on the market by the Phosnix Insur- 
ance company for I, 600,000, but it is said 
that the present negotiation is on the basis of 


$1,500,000, ; | 

The building is a first-class modern office 
structure, and will be well adapted to the 
Western Union’s use. It has a frontage of 
50 feet on Clark street, 200 feet on Jackson 
street, a third 8 of 50 feet on Pa- 
citic avenue, The Postal Telegraph company 
now has quarters in the bui ay Another 
piece of property located on La Salle street, 
near the Board of Trade, was offered to the 
company and considered, but will be rejected, 
inasmuch as the fee cannot be purchased. 

Col. R. C. Clowry, in speaking of the plans 
of the company, said that nothing had been 
decided on, but that in all probability some 
decision would be reached soon. George 
Gould and some of the other New York people 
have been on the gronnd looking over the va- 
rious places under consideration. He said 
that Tuz Tarpunz’s suggestion, made Sunday, 
in regard to the feasibility of building outside 
of the confines of what is known as the office 
district brought in between twenfy and thirty 
new offers of sites by as many different real 
estate men. 

The Imperial Building company of Chicago 
has taken out a permit for the erection of a 
fourteen-story building on northwest 
corner of Seventh and Olive streets in St. 
Louis. It is to be 127x84 feet in dimensions 
and contain 300 rooms.

ATTENDED BY SORROWING WAIFS, 


The Remains of John Levinsky, the News- 
boy, Laid at Rest. 

The funeral services over the body of the 
newsboy, John Lévinsky, who was drowned 
in the Chicago River at the foot of Thirteenth 
street last Thursday, were held at the Second 
Regiment Armory yesterday morning. So far 
as is known the boy had no relatives, but 
every member of the Waifs’ Mission, its offi- 
cers and teachers regarded him as their friend 
and assembled to do honor to his remains. As 
soon as the knowledge of his death came to 
the newsbo}s who are members of the 
Waifs’ Mission they began _ selling 
papers to raise money for his 
funeral expenses. They. raised only $10, but 
that sum meant much to them. It meant the 
total receipts for the day’s sales of a hundred 
boys, and there were many of their number 
who were compelled to sleep at the home that 
night because they had no money with which 
to pay for even the meanest bed. 

The hour for holding the services was set 
for 10:30 o’clock yesterday morning, and 
though the boys were not through with the 
sale of morning papers they left their work 
and gathered at the home, No, 44 State street, 
at 10 o’clock. There they formed into a pro- 
cession and followed the hearse to the Second 
Regiment Armory. The Rev. Dr. William 
Post of the Third Presbyterian Church was to 
have preached the sermon, but in his absence 
Superintendent Daniels read the Episcopal 
burial service. A son of Mr. Daniels played 
an accompaniment on a cornet to the singing 
by the boys. The hymn was written expressly 
for the Waifs’ Mission. The boys have a good 
triend in Bandmaster Welden, and if the Sec- 
ond Regiment Band had not been ordered to 
Springfield with the State troops it would have 
been there to furnish music. ‘There was con- 
siderable disappointment felt because of 
the absence of the band. It was ended 
happily, however, when the master of the 
Pallman Band, which was passing at the 
time, heard of the newsboy’s funeral. He 
offered the services of his band, and when it 
was accepted the members marched into the 
room where the newsboys were grouped 
about the coffin of the newsboy and rendered 
“* Nearer, My God, to Thee, while all present 
remained standing. 

Friends of the missicn sent flowers to deck 
the bier. There were several floral pieces, in- 
cluding a harp bought by the newsboys. 
burial was in Graceland Cemetery, where a 
grave had been givea the mission’ by Bryan 
Lathrop. The Boxe in the procession went to 
Graceland Cemetery at 12 o’clock over the 
Northwestern railway.

ALDERMEN AND SCHOOL BOARD 
MEMBERS CANNOT AGREE, 


. —P——— : ; 

Education in the Nineteenth Ward Likely 
to Be Obstructed Through Lack of 
Harmony—Two Lots Under Considera- 
tion, Both of Which Have Advocates— 
Com mittee Appointed to Investigate— 
Old Criminal Court Building Almost 
Leveled to the Ground. 


There was alively meeting of the Council 
Committee on Schools yesterday. The meet- 
ing was called to discuss the question of a 
school site for the Nineteenth Ward. Some 
time ago the members of the Women’s alli- 
ance called attention to the fact that the pub- 
lic school accommodations in this ward were 
madequate, A representation to the public, 
to the Council, and to the School Board led to 
the advertising for a site. It is no easy mat- 
ter to procure a vacant lot of sufficient size 
for a school building in that locality, but as 
the resultof the advertisement one bid came 
in. It proposed the sale of a lot bounded by 
Good, Better, and Sholto streets for $38,000. 
The lot was 130x160 feet, barely sufficient for 
a school, but the price was considered high. 
The School Board hesitated to recommend 
it, but Ald. M. J. O’Brien, who represents the 
Nineteenth Ward, favored. acceptance. He 
said it was the best that could be done in the 
locality. He said if the School Board should 
recommend it the Council would no doubt act 
favorably on the recommendation. ‘This was 
not done, however, and there was a new ad- 
vertisement. Then the owners of the 
property offered to sell the lot, minus 
25x160 feet, for $28,950. The School 
Board considered this price . reasonable, 
but Mr. O’Brien objected, saying the 
lot was too small for a school building; 
that a larger site and a more suitable one 
could be obtained across the way for $32,000. 
He favored the purchase of the larger lot at 
the larger price. The School Board did not 
agree with him, and they recommended the 
old lot, as already described, minus the twen- 
ty-five feet. The Council committee also rec- 
u the mat- 
ter came up in the Council last Monday even- 
ing Mr. O’Brien objected, and he succeeded in 
having the matter recommitted to the com- 
mittee, 

This displeased the School Board and those 
we agitated for the site in the Nineteenth 

ard, and they were on hand yesterday to de- 
nounce Ald. O’Brien for causing delay. Mr. 
O’Brien was not on . 

Mr. Cusack of the School Board took the 
lead. He sad: Immediate action is neces- 
sary, to relieve the wants of the ward. The 
lot offered is of sufficient size. It is, in my 
judgment, the best one obtainable, and there 
should be no more delay in the matter. 

School Inspector Cameron supported Mr. 
Cusack, He said the lot was large enough. 
Ald, Dixon favored sending the matter back 
to the Council, with the report in favor of the 
purchase of the site, ag recommended by the 
School Board, but Aid, Haynes objected. He 
wanted a committee to investigate the matter, 
and Mr. Haynes’ views prevailed. The com- 
mittee appointed consists of Haynes, O’Brien, 
and Carey. 

It is feared that the dilatory action of the" 
committee will result in preventing the School 
Board givi g proper accommodations for the 
pupils of the Nineteenth Ward. Mr. O’Brien’ 
came into the room as the committee was 
about to adjourn, and said he was still op- 
. to the site recommerded by the School 

oard because it was not large enough, and 
because the adjoining lot could not be ob- 
tained for an addition, owing to the fact that 
it was in litigation. 

The committee refused to concur in the 
proposition to spend $50,000 in the erection of 
stables and store-houses on a part of the old 
Scammon School lot on Monroe street. A 
subcommittee was appointed to investigate. 

It was determined to recommend the pur- 
chase of the school site at Nutt avenue and 
Eightieth street for $4,400 and to erecta 
frame building thereon; also a school site, on 
St. Lawrence avenue and Sixtieth street for

SOUTHERN HOSTILITY TO CHICAGO. 


Democratic M. C. Want to Smash the 
World’s Fair—Will Vote for Sunday 
Closing to Cripple Its Receipts. 

_ WASHINGTON, D. C., July 17.—[Special to 
News Record (Mug. Dem.)]|—Mr,. Edward F. 
Cragin of Chicago is visiting in Washington 
with a view to ascertaining the exact status of 
the World’s Fair Appropriation bill and the 
chances of its final passage by Congress. 
There have been so many contlicting reports 
as to the outcome that Mr. Cragin desired to 
get at the bottom facts by meeting a number 
of the old members of Congress with whom 
he was so closely associated three years ago 
when Ciicago’s memorable struggle for the 
Exposition was made. At that time 
Mr. Cragin was Secretary of the pre- 
liminary organization which carried Con- 
gress by storm and opened the eyes 
of New York and other competitors by the re- 
markable energy and system with which the 
Chicago canvass was handled. Within the last 
twenty-four hours Mr. Cragin has met a large 
number of influential members, and as the re- 
sult of talks with them he summed up the sit- 
uation tonight to the News Record corre- 
spondent. His views may prove a serious dis- 
appointment to the people of Chicago, but Mr. 
_—— looks the situation squarely in the 
ace. ; 

Little Hope for the Appropriation. 

In my judgment, said Mr. Cragin, “ there 
is no eiement of success in the situation as it 
stands before the House of Representatives to- 
day. I say this after talking with a number of 
the best informed and most conservative 
members of Congress. They are men who 
did Chicago loyal service when we wade the 
contest three years ago and they speak with 
regret at the condition of affairs rather than 
with any opposition. They agree in the view 
that the appropriation will probably be de- 
feated Tuesday. I would not undertake to 
say, of course, that there is absolutely no pos- 
sibility of passing the appropriation, for un- 
foreseen Circumstances may occur or combin- 
ations may be brought about which will bring 
ussuccess. But what I mean to say is thatthe 
Appr: priation bill will not pass unless all

THE SHERMAN 


Democrats Can Have the Act of 1890 Re- 


peaied if They Really Want It Done. 
Wasmxdrox, D. C., July 16.—Senator Sher- 


man rather startled the statesmen at the Cap- 
itol by launching another bomb into the 


tangled meshes of the silver question. He in- 
troduced a joint resolution to repeal the Silver 


act of 1890 providing for the purchase of 


4,500,000 ounces of silver builion per month, 
but leaving in operation those portions of tne 


act necessary for the redemption and preser- 


vation of the legal-tender features of the out- 
standing notes. 

Senator Sherman said that he would not 
press the resolution at this session. He said 
that he had never been in favor of the silver- 
purchase features of the act which bore his 
name, but that when the Free Silver bill came 
to the Senate Finance committee the bill as 
passed represented the best bargain the anti- 
silver men could tnake. 

Wo think the time has now arrived.“ said 
the Senator, “‘when the purchase of silver 
builion should cease. It is being piled up in 
the Treasury and is subserving no useful pur- 


What would be the effect upon the status 
of silver if your resolution should become 
law?“ was asked. 

The purchase of silver bullion would 
cease.”’ 

3 there be any coinage of silver at 
all?“ 

No,“ replied Senator Sherman. The act 
of 1890 repealed the Bland act of 1878 provid- 
ing for the cuinage of not less than two mill- 
ion nor more than four million silver dollars 
per month.“ 

Senator Sherman called attention to the 
fact that the monetary plank in the Chicago 
platform denounced the act of 1890 and de- 
mauded its repeal. “‘If the Democrats are 
sincere now,’’ said the Senator with a laugh, 
we will help them repeal the act in thirty- 
four hours. I hope they won't show the white 
feather.“ 

Senator Sherman’s proposition today is in 
effect a notice that in six months the Repub- 
licans will attempt to repeal the act of 1890, 
which in turn repealed the Bland act, and 
which would leave silver absolutely demone- 
tized—in practically the same condition it 
was when Senator Sherman secured its de- 
monetization in 1873. 

Senator Sherman, when asked if he thought 
that the failure of the Democratic House to 
proceed to the consideration of the Free Silver 
bill Yesterday meant that there was a reaction 
2 free coinag® replied: *‘ Undoubtedly. 

ad the bill passed it would have been vetoed 
by President Harrison, but if it had become a 
law I have no doubt that the derangement of 
the finances of the country which would have 
resulted from the attempt to coin a sixty-cent 
dollar would have fo its repeal within six 
months. 


REPORTS THE BANK INSOLVENT. 


A Receiver Must Be Appointed for the 
Vincennes National Bank. 

Wasurineton, D. C., July 18.—[Special.]— 
“Hopelessly insolvent is the tenor of the re- 
port of the National Bank Examiner who has 
been engaged in an investigation of the affairs 
of the Vincennes, Ind., National Bank, whose 
President committed suicide a few days ago. 
This return was made today to the Controller 
of the Currency, accompanied by the an- 
nouncement that no loss would be sustained 
by the depositors, as the liabilities of the de- 
funct institution will be promptiy met by the 
stockholders.

Director Gage said there 
were representatives already in Washington, 
but that it would have been better, perhaps, 
if more of the World's Fair people were on 
the ground.

Congress made it possible for the World’s 
Columbian Exposition to be held. It not only 
designated the site, but it said that the Illinois 
corporation, which is the Chicago Board of 
Directors, should raise $10,000,000, It further 
stipulated as a condition of holding the 
World’s Fair in Chicago that the 106 National 
Commissioners appointed by the President of 
the United States should have a supervisory 
control over such rules and outline of man- 
agement as might be adopted by our Board 
of Directors.

They Want a Road Commission. 

At the hearing before the Senate Committee 
on Inter-State Commerce, Col. Burdette, 
President of the League of Wheelmen, and 
Messrs. Sheridan and Gerald of Illinois made 
addresses in favor of the National Highway 
Commission bill. Gen. Ray Stone of 
New York, author of the bill, ex- 
plained its features and urged the 
adoption of the simplified bill 
which was today introduced by Congressman 
Post of Illinois, The wheelmen are taking 
great interest in the matter and are pressing 
its immediate passage upon the members of 
the Senate and House, especially as it pro- 
vides for an exhibit at the World's Fair. Col. 
Burdette has called upon all the friends of 
good roads to use their influence to aid this 
measure, and letters and telegrams are pour- 
ing in upon the members of both Houses urg- 
sing action at this session. 


No Cause for Criticism Found. 


Mr. Lind of Minnesota, on behalf of the 
minority of the committee appointed to in- 
vestigate the administration of the Pension 
Uffice, today reported the finding of nothing 
for which the Commissioner can be criticised, 
unless it be that he appointed his son appoint- 
ment clerk of the bureau. It agrees with the 
majority in their suggestion in regard to the 
exercise by the members of Congresss of the 
so-called ‘*‘ Congressional privileges.“ The re- 
port asserts that the majority of the commit- 
tee seerned determined to fasten crime and 


corruption upon the Commissioner, but hav- 


ing utterly failed to do so by evidence they as 
a last resort sought to do so by inference. 
Does Not Ask Any Aid. 

When the Deficiency bill was under consid- 
eration in the Senate to-day Mr. Perkins asked 
unanimous consent to have struck from the 
bill an item of $5,000 for the widow of Senator 
Plumb of Kansas. He read a letter from Mr. 
Plumb’s son, stating that the item had been 
inserted without his mother’s knowledge and 
against what she believed would be his fa- 
ther’s wishes. Nogobjection being made, the 
item was stfuck out. 

Will Consider Canadian Retaliation. 

The House Foreign Affairs committee will 
take up the question of discrimination on the 
part of Canada against American vessels pass- 
ing through the Welland Canal. The commit- 
tee has secu rmission to sit during the 
sessions of the House, and Weduesday will 
hear a delegation. The committee will take 
as a basis of consideration of the question the 
bill introduced by Mr. Curtis of New York, 

To Treat with the Crow Indians. 

Secretary Noble today appointed Elbert D. 
Weed, Frederick H. Foster, and Fellows D. 
Pease, all of Montana, to be commissioners 
to negotiate with the Crow Indians for a mod- 
ification of the agreement concluded with 
these Indians Dec. 28, 1891. This commission 


is appointed under the provisions of the first 


Executive Department, employing eighty-nine 
men, is a Cleveland Democrat. He declares 
he has never thought of politics in his selec- 
tion of his subordinates.

Col. Edmund Rice of the United States 
Army is specially detailed by the Secretary of 
War to have charge of the Columbian Guards. 
These guards embrace police and firemen em- 
ployed at Jackson Park. There are at this 
time something over 300 members of the 
guard. Next year it is estimated chere will 
be 1,500. Since Col. Rice came in control he 
has enforced a system of strictly military 
discipline. In selecting applicants for posi- 
tions he has adopted the regular military form 
of statement. Politics is not considered. A 
man must be so tail, have so much chest 
megsure, be not more than 30 years old, be a 
resident of the United States, read and write 
English, give a general family history, state 
the condition of his health, and give his per- 
sonal habits, etc. There is not the first men- 
tion of politics, and the Colonel is positively 
enjoined from endeavoring to ascertain whom 
= applicant has voted for or intends to vote 

or. 

A last error which seems to have obtained 
influence among Congressmen is that 4,000 to 
5,000 laborers will be employed next year. 
The opposite is true. 

All told, I do not expect there will be more 
than 2,500 men in the employ of the Exposi- 
tion company or contractors next November.“ 
said Chief of Construction Burnham yester- 
day.

all nations of the world. Delegates will be 
sent from England, Japan, France, Germany, 
Norway, Sweden, Spain, Austria, Italy, Rus- 
sia, and countries af the Orient. 
young men are to be selected from the high 
schools and the grammar-school grades. 
Their ages are to range between 13 and 20 
years. No congresses thus far arranged for, 
it is thought, will excite more interest than 
this project. : 

The idea is to get from each country not 
more than from fifteen to forty or fifty stu- 
dents. All told, it is intended to have 5,000 
at the congress, and a special committee has
